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Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The subject matter of the independent claims could either not be found or was 
not suggested in the prior art of record. The subject matter not found was a method of 
delivering fluid to multiple patients that uses a specific system of disposable and 
reusable portions that are connected to a first and second fluid source that is attached 
to a helical vane mixer or a static mixer to create a specific mixture for each patient and 
wherein the method is used to delivery fluid to two patients. 

The helical vane mixer or static mixer provides an extra advantage that was no 
disclosed in the prior art because these mixers are designed to mix fluid with very 
different viscosities and varying dilution ratios and thus provide an added benefit over 
the other types of mixing elements or Y-shaped adapter. 

The independent claims also include other patentable subject matter in 
combination with the other elements or steps of the claim not mention in the above 
paragraph.
